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Coleman arrested оп 


murder charges

Idris Coleman, 23, was аг- 
rested last Wednesday and 
charged with murdering a 
Canal Point man. 

Fernando Lopez, 27, who 
worked at a convenience store 
in Canal Point, was shot in the 
back while walking home after 
closing the store. Within ten 
minutes of leaving the store, 
Lopez was killed. 

Neil Boris, a Pahokee wit- 
ness, said that on August 11 af- 
ter 11:30 p.m.-he was driving 
south on U.S. Highway 441 in 


` Canal Point and heard two 


gunshots. He said he then saw 
а person fall into the roadway. 
He applied his brakes and 
swerved to avoid the body at 
tlie same time noticing that the 
person was wearing a red gar- 
ment. When Lopez was found 


* by Sergeant Fuce he was wear- 


ing a red smock. Boris immedi- 
ately told his girlfriend and a 
friend over the C.B. radio 
about the incident. Later he 
Baye a sworn statement to the 
sheriff's office. 

An autopsy performed by Dr. 
Sierbert of the Palm Beach 
County Medical Examiner's 
Office, found that Lopez died 
ав а result of a single gunshot 
wound through the upperyback 
causing trauma and passing 
through the victim's chest. He 
then ruled the incident a homi- 
cide. 

Several days later sheriff's 
officials interviewed Iya Walk- 
er, Coleman's girlfriend. and 
live-in partner for several 


months. She told them she had 
been Coleman's girlfriend for 
six years. She continued to tell 
police that on August 11° she 
and Coleman were involved in 
a dispute and Coleman told her 
he was going to get a gun, 
which he did get. Later that 
night he took the gun, a loaded 
magazine and Walker's car and 
left the residence in Belle 
Glade. Р 

In the early morning hours 
Coleman returned #9 the Belle 
Glade residence and awoke 
Walker to tell her he had done 
something bád. “Не told me 
that he had shot a man in the 
back, said Walker. When 
Walker questioned about the 
location of the shooting, Cole- 
man responded saying Paho- 
kee. Coleman instructed Walk- 
er to not use her car to avoid 
any trouble.with the police. Af- 
ter interviewing Walker, she 
gave police two pistol maga- 
zines each loaded with live 9 
millimeter cartridges. 

Statements made to officials 
by Walker and Boris were con- 
sistent with the investigation. 
Also bullets .at the scene 
matched the markings of the 
magazines given to police by 
Walker. 

During interviewing, Cole- . 
man told detectives an un- 
identified man shot Lopez. He 
admitted to making state- 
ments about the murder to his 
girlfriend, Iya Walker, but stat- 
ed he said those things just to 
scare her. 

Coleman is in custody and is 
being held without bond.

66% chance of an intense hurricane

The comment caught me by. 
surprise. Dr. William Gray, the 
famous hurricane’ forecaster, 
was patiently: answering te- 
porter’s questions at an im- 
promptu news conference dur- 
ing he Governor's 1997 Hurri- 
cane Conference in Tampa. 

Most of what Gray was say- 
ing - his prediction for the 98 
season, his feeling that more 
active hurricane seasons are 
just around the corner - I had 
heard before. Then, he said 
something unexpected: “Next 
year I hope to‘issue predictions 
of where a hurricane will make 
landfall.” 

Last week, Gray made good 
on his promise ‘and no one is 
very happy about it. 

Using а new statistical fot- 
mula, Gray said there is a 66 
percent chance of an intense 
hurricane striking somewhere 
along the U.S. coastline this 
year. The new model divides 
the Gulf and Atlantie coast- 
lines, from Brownsville, Texas 
to Eastport, Maine, into 11 ma- 
ijor segments and predicts land- 
fall probabilities. 

For example, Gray said Mia- 
mi faces а 3.3 percent probabil- 
ity of an intense hurricane (111 
mph winds or higher) striking 

is year. Houston has a 2.596 
probability, New Orleans 2.496, 
Charleston 1.696 and New хз 
0.9%. 

Yet, Gray said people living 
from Ft. Pierce to the Geor- 
gia/South Carolina border are 
not likely to get hit by a major

storm. In fact, according to 
Gray’s new model, the area has 
a 1.9% probability of being 
struck by any size hurricane or 
tropical storm this year. 

“The reason you don't have 
storms landfalling there is be- 
cause there are no trade winds 
coming in from the east at the 
point,” said Gray. “The storms 
typically recurve and parallel 
the coast in these areas,” 

Its true that not one intense 
storm has struck the region 
this century. Hurricane Erin, a 
Weak category one hurricane, 
came onshore near Vero Beach 
in 1995. Hurricane David, a 
category two storm, paralleled 
the coast in 1979. 

Still, Gray's prediction has 
officials at the National Hurri- 
cane Center (NHC) concerned. 
“He may be causing people to 
reconsider their preparations,” 
said Jerry Jerrell, the director 
of the NHC. 

Gray is essentially saying 


that residents of Ft. Pierce, 


Vero Beach, Melbourne; St: Au: 


gustine, Jacksonville, and Sa- 
vannah, Georgia don't need to 
worry about a major hurricane 
this season. 

Obviously that’s not true and 
Im convinced that was not 
Gray's intent. What he is try- 
ing to do is to answer the ques- 
tion that everyone keeps ask- 
ing: Am I going to be hit by a 
hurricane this year? 

It's a question that has been 
asked for decades and it's a 
question that can’t be an- 
swered with any certainty. 

The sophisticated computer 
models at the NHC, which аге 
getting better each year, have a 
devil of a time figuring out 
where today’s storm will end 
up tomdrrow, let alone what 
may be happening months 
from now. Tropical Storm Alex 
is a good'example. 

The weak storm developed 
off the coast of Africa during 
the last week. of July. As it 
moved steadily across the At- 
lantic, the NHC predicted it 
would become a hurricane. 
Less than 24 hours later, Мех 
was gone - ripped apart by 
strong upper level winds. 

Dr. Grays new formula may 
be useful in years to come but if 
you live along the coastline you 
need to prepare for a hurri- 
cane, especially now, during 
the heart of the season. 

Don't let the weather sur- 
prige you.

In the 15th part of this se- 
ries, we continue looking at the 
individual projects contained 
in this planning document, 
concentrating on the various 
projects associated with the 
"Kissimmee ‘River Restoration 
Project. These projects are in- 
cluded in the South Florida 
Water Management District's 
1998 Land Acquisition and 
Management Plan. 

It includes all the individual 
projects planned and which 
cover the district's 16-county 
area. 

* Loxahatchee River 

The Loxahatchee River pro- 
ject is in. Martin and Palm 
Beach counties ahd covers 
nearly 2,000 acres. The site is 
south of and adjacent to 
Jonathan Dickinson State 
Park. The Florida Turnpike 
and I-95 bisect the property in 
two places. The, property in- 
cludes the historic floodplain of 
the Northwest Fork of the Lox- 
ahatchee River, a National 
Wildlife and Scenic River. 

Preservation and enhance- 
ment of the outstanding natur- 
al and cultural values of Flori- 
da’s only federally designated 
‘Wild and Scenic River are the 
primary goals of the manage- 
ment program. Permanent pro- 
tection and enhancement of the 
river will be accomplished 
through land acquisition, effec- 
tive resource management, 
regulation of.the river corridor, 
a law enforcement presence, lo- 
cal government land use con- 
trols and yolunteer support. 

The district's vision for the 
water resources:of the river in- 
clude: maintaining surface wa- 


"ter and groundwater flows. to 


the Northwest Fork; increasing 

minimum flows to the rivér as 

much as possible to affect 

downstream movement of the 

saltwater-wedge during dry: 

conditions; arid, maintaining

* Loxaliatchee Slough 

This project lies in Palm 
Beach County'and covers more 
than 14,000 acres. It is a mix-

ture of habitats, including pine 
flatwoods, cypress forest and 
wet prairie. It is presently used 
as native range. There are веу- 
eral sandhill crane nests with- 
in the isolated wetlands. 

Agricultural use has impact- 
ed the site over the years. It 
Һав been in row crops but is 
now mostly unimproved pas- 
ture, which is heavily infested 
with exotic vegetation. 

The sandhill crane site 
presently drains to the north 
and into the west leg of the С- 
18 canal. During heavy rains, 
runoff enters the canal and 
causes drainage problems in 
adjacent housing develop- 
ments. The district has to di- 
vert these waters into the 
ocean rather than into the Lox- 
ahatchee River. Acquisition of 
the site will permit the district 
to relieve the flooding problems 
and allow this water to go into 
the river. 

Palm Beach County has ‘al- 
ready acquired the majority of 
the project site and will be the 
lead manager, but the district 
will likely retain the responsi- 
bility for the hydrologic func- 
tion, 

* McDaniel Ranch 

This 7,000-acre project is lo- 
cated in Hendry County and is 
adjacent to the Big Cypress 
Seminole Indian Reservation. 
The total ranch, is nearly 
23,000 acres, but the district is 


interested in acquiring the 
smaller portion as a conserva- 
tion easement and would in- 
clude the lands not required for 
the surface water management 
system. The. easement. would 
grant the McDaniel family the 
Tights to timber management, 
cattle grazing, lease hunting, 
and ecotourism. 

Тһе district is not acquiring 
public-access rights ав part of 
the easement so’ there will be 
no opportunities for public use. 

* Model Lands Basin 

This is a project located pri- 
marily in soythern Dade Coun- 
ty, with a portion extending in- 
to Monroe County and covers 
over 42,000 acres. 

The area includes a variety of 
habitats, both freshwater and 
estuarine. A corner of the prop- 
erty has been invaded by Aus- 
tralian pine and Brazilian pep- 
per, a great majority is exotic- 
free. Most of the site.is undis- 
turbed fresh and salt water 
wetlands. The dominant fresh- 
water habitat type is wet 
prairie, interspersed with tree, 
islands. Vegetation includes 
red bay, dalhoon holly, co- 
coplum and buttonbush in the 
freshwater upland islands, and 
red, white and black man- 
groves in the estuarine islands. 

These lands form a contigu- * 
ous-habitat corridor with Ever- 
glades National Park, South- 
ern Glades SOR project, Bis- 
cayne National Park, Crocodile 
Lakes .National Wildlife 
Refuge, the north Key Largo 
CARL, John Pennekamp State 
Park, and the existing Nation- 
al Marine Sanctuary. 

This area is habitat for many 
threatened and endangered 
species including: Florida pan- 
ther, American crocodiles, wood 
Storks, the coast leather fern, 
and the silver palm. This area 
is federally designated ав criti- 
cal habitat for the American 
crocodile.

What's your ideal weight? 
For years American dieting 
% public has agonized over 
weight tables and: wondered 

- how to achieve the illusive 
“ideal weight.” 

It doesn’t help that over the 
years, as the American stan- 
dard of beauty. has changed, 
so have the height and weight 
charts. 

Weight is tricky anyway. The 
numbers оп the scale do not 
mean the same thing for all 
people. Since muscle weighs 
more than fat, ойе woman сап 
be 5'6”, weigh'125 pounds and 
wear a size four while another 
woman сап be 56,” weigh 125 
pounds and wear a size eight. 

These days, many health 
experts maintain that ideal 
weight varies by individual. 

*Your healthy weight is 
‘what’s produced ‘by eating 
: healthy and exercising," stated

John Foreyt, director of the 
Nutrition Research Center at 
Baylor College of Médicine, 
according to “Lose It Fast, 
Make It Last," a guide to per- 
manent weight loss by 
Prevention Magazine. 

The theory is that if you eat 
right and exercise, your body 
will find its own ideal healthy 
weight. 


Sounds easy. The trick is 
determining just what "eating 
right" means and just how 
much exercise you need. 

Your body is not going to find 
its ideal healthy weight if you 
are camped out on the sofa, 
watching · television and 
munching.on potato chips. 

“Lose It Fast, Make It Last,” 
suggests finding your ideal 
weight by following a sensible 
weight-loss plan for six to eight 
weeks. At first, excess weight 
will come off easily and total 
weight will drop. When ‘the 
diet . no longer seems to be 
working, this indicates you are 
approaching your body's 
"happy" weight. 

There are any number of sen- 
sible weight loss plans detailed 
in the many diet books avail- 
able in book stores and local 
libraries. Look for one that 
includes ‘a balance of fresh 


fruit, vegetables, lean meats 
and dairy products (or other 
protein sources if you don’t eat 
meat) and whole grains. Avoid 
any “fad” diets that.completely 
eliminate one or more of the 
major food groups. Good diet 
plans will encourage you to eat 
several meals a day. And of 
course, I recommend you avoid 
any diet that does not include 
eating breakfast. (Everybody 
needs breakfast. Just ask your 
mother.) 

Good ‘diet plans will also 
encourage you to drink plenty 
of water, Note that I said water. 
Water means water. It doesn’t 
mean coffee, tea, fruit juice or 
diet soda. All liquids are not 
created equal and your body 
reacts to different liquids in dif- 
ferent Ways. Anything with caf- 
feine is a diuretic and could 
contribute to dehydration: Diet 
drinks can actually make you

hungry for sweets. What your 
body needs is good, old-fash- 
ioned water and plenty of it - 
at least eight glasses a day. 

As for getting enough exer- 
cise, three times a week doesn’t 
cut it. To reach your healthy. 
weight, you need {0 exercise at 
least five days а week. 
Examples of moderate aerobic 
exercise include brisk walking, 
running, bicycling or swim- 
ming for at least 45 minutes. 
You might not be able to exer- 
cise that long at first. Start 
with what you can manage and 
work up to it slowly. Try to add 
a few more minutes or aerobics 
each day, a few more blocks to 
your walk, a few more laps in 
the pool. 

Maintaining а healthy 
weight ің not a one-time goal. 
It's a lifestyle change. So choose 
2 form of exercise that you 
enjoy . 


If you also want to tone and » 
shape - your muscles, add 
weight .training to your exer- 
cise routine. You don't have fo 
buy an expensive machine for 
that. A few hand weights will 
suffice. Start small, with just 
enough weight to tire you after 
about 10 repetitions. Add more 
repetitions until the weights 
seem too light, then move up to 
aheavier weight.
